THE STORM. 


Twelve Miners Swept Down to 
Death by an Avalanche, » 


Some of the Men Rescued in a Dying Con- 
dition—Other Casualties—Trains Sus- 
pended—The Mails Interrupted—The 
Weather in Other Places. 


|} DEnver, Con., December 23.—The Tribune 
has information from Ouray, Cal., by special 
messenger to the Montrose, Cal., News from 
Ouray, of a horrible accident at the Vir- 
ginius Mine, which occurred last Friday. 
Owing to the stormy weather, which has 
been more severe than was known for years, 
the messenger could not reach Ouray sooner, 
though it is only seven milesaway. The Vir- 
ginius Mine is owned by the Carolina Mining 
Company of Boston and employs thirty-five 
men. It is situated above thé timber line at 
the foot of the Sniffies Range. On Friday 
afternoon a buge mass of snow started from 
the top of the Tangs anf swelled. into an 
avalanche as it deseended, striking the build- 
ing used as a boarding house, where eleven 
mei were resting. It swept it completely 
away, crushing and burying the men fifteen 
and twenty feet under’ the snow amongst 
rocks and timber. It fortunately missed the 
engine house. After the noise and confusion, 
the other miners, who were posted 
from the shafts, started a _ search 
for their comrades. Five were 
taken out alive, but badly crushed. They 
may die. ‘The other six were found dead. 
THEIR NAMES 

are Thomas Murvan, James Fitzgerald, 
Robert Frazer, W. H. Carmichael, Charles 
Armstrong and W.H. Sheidier: Most of 
them leave families. Reports received from 
the mountain tuwns state an upusual snow 
fall, it being four to five feet deep on the 
level. The warm weather the past few days 
is the canse of the snow-slides, which are a 
common occurrence late in the spring, but 
not looked for at this seasonof the year, 
which will make it allthe more disast-ous. 
Other accounts of equal severity may be 
luoked for as soon as the messengers can 
make their way from the interior sections. 


At Cincinnati.

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Romantic Courtship of a Horse 
Thief and a Choir Leader. 


Aggie Austin, a Village Beauty, Breaks the 
Law to Join Her Lover in Prison—The Re 
markabie Result of Religious Visits to a 
Dungeon.

GLOVERSVILLE, N. Y., December 24.—On 

aromance was consummated away 
in tangled 
Plot and nove! details, claims equality with 
the strangest of the many fabulous Christ- 
mas tails that are just now being printed, 
The story is told by a man who 
came to this town to-day from 


-Bageville, Hamilton County. of 5 Roderick, 
a young man of 2or 2% years, of burly frame, 
but with a certain manly charm in his rough 
ways, the son of a popular old guide up at 
Indian Lake, has been confined in the Ham- 
ton County jail at Sagevitie for the past 
four or five months awaiting trial on the 
charge of stealinga pair of horses from a 
farmer of that county. Every Sunday after- 
moon the Rey. Arthur Chambers, the 
pastor of the Methodist Chureh in the 
village, in company with a dozen or fifteen 
members of his congregation, holds a prayer 
meeting and sung meeting in the jail. For 
two years it has been the habit of 
MISS AGNES AUSTIN, 
the young and by no means uncomely daugh- 
ter of the village apothecary, to join the 
missionary band, and her sweet voice is cred- 
ited with having influenced many a tough- 
hearted prisoner to experience conversion. 
The first Sunday after Roderick’s arrest, she 
e acquainted with him during the 
meeting, and on several succeeding Sundays 
it was noticed, witiout exciting remark, she 
was oftener in a side corridor with the pris- 
oner than at her customary post in the choir, 
laboring for the genen | salvation. After a 
month or so, by permission of the Sheriff, 
she made special and irreguiar week day 
visits to the prisuner, assuring the jaii at- 
tendants that her “heathen” was fast falling 
under the influence. Finally she began to 
negiect her Sunday work, but her week day 
Visits became mure frequent. This led tosome 
little whispering among her co-workers bat 
no genuine general suspicion was aroused. 
Some five or six weeks ago Roderick coufess- 
ed conviction at a Sunday meeting, giving at 
the time hearty praise and credit to the 
evangelizing etfurts of Miss Austin. This 
only bred envy in the several breasts of her 
deserted co-workers and tongue after tongue 
began to wag unti! at every fireside in the 
community it was the chief topic discussed.

PROBABLE MURDER. 


Serious Cutting Affray Over a Dog in 
a Saloon. 

It is probable that as a result of a hasty 
action on the part of Wm. Gaines last night, 
that worthy, who is an elderly man, a stone- 
cutter by trade, will be awarded acell in 
Murderers’ Row. Gaines is a large, heavy 
fellow with a red face, a gray mustache, and 
the appearance of a man who drinks heavily. 
He was enjoying the glow of a warm fire last 
night inasaloon on the corner of Seventh 
and Morgan streets, when the dog of his 
enemy ran up against him. The enemy is 
“Ching” Lynch, a stout young fellow with 
the reputation of a cutter.

said Gaines; “keep away from me.” “Yes, 
you'd better not want anything from me. I 
done you up once and I'll do it again,” said 
Lyuch, threateningly. Right here it must 
be stated that two years ago in the same sa- 
loon, fancying an insult, Lynen rushed at 
Gaines with a knife and slashed him across 
the bowels. The wound was a dangerous 
one, but under skillful surgical treatment 
Gaines recovered. Knowing the wickedness 
of his antagonist Gaines deftly reached inio 
his vest pocket and drew out his knite. 
Lynch's kuife was out, too, but Gaines got 
his work in first and stabbed the young man 
once in the left chest and again in the stom- 
ach. The bartender and others separated the 
men and Lynch walked out, not knowing 
be was wounded. A faintness overcoming 
him on the street, he became aware of his 
condition, and sought medical assistance. 
He was taken to the Dispensary, and sent 
from there to the City Hospital. His wounds 
were there attended to, but they were found 
to be so Serious that this morning, when a 
Post-D1isPaTcuH reporter stuod over his cot, 
the surgeon in charge cxpressed the belief 
that he could not recover. Lynch was un- 
der the influence of cpiates, but gave an ac- 
count of the affair, in which he biamed him- 
self as much as Gaines. “It was an old 
grudge,” he said, “and he kicked my dog.” 
Gaines was in a cell in the Third District 
Station this morning, and expressed to the 
reporter the hope that Lynch would recover. 
“He gave mea seven-inch cut once, and I 
had to defend myself,” said the old man. 
Both men are well known to the police.

A Seventeen-Year-Old Boy Mur- 
dere His Brother, 


A Trivial Quarrei Which Ended Tragically— 
The Murderer Gives Himself Up—A Moth- 
er’s Grief.

‘THE DOELLNER ESTATE’. 


Judge Adams Sustains the Probate Court in 
the Disposition of Assets. . 

Judge Adams this morning handed down 
a written opinion in the matter of the estate 
of Henry Doeliner, appealed from the Pro- 
bate Court. 

“On the 8th of April, 1865, Henry Doellner 
bound himself to pay an anaouity of $325 to 
Meta Doeliner, his then wife, for and during 
her natural life, and on the same day executed 
to her trustee, Frederick E.Schmieding,a deed 
of trust, whereby he conveyed certain real 
estate to him known as the Lynn 
street property, conditioned that 


if he (Doellner) failed to pay 
such annuity at the time fixed each yeur 
when due, the trustee should sell the real 
estate, convert it into money, invest the 
same, and out of\interest accruing therefrom 
pay such annuity, from year to year, as it 
becomes due. ‘Lhe deed of trust further pro- 
vided that if Doellner paid the annuity 
regularly, the property at her death was to 
be reconveyed to Doeliner. In the event 
that Doellner died before his wife. the 
property was to be conveyed to her children. 
Judge Adams says: “In my opinion, the 
legal effect of this deed is not to convey the 
land itself as security for the annuity, but 
only the use of the land, i. e. the 
use of the money. This deed created 
a contingent remainder in the children of 
Meta Doeliner. The contingency having 
happened, viz., the death of Henry Doell- 
ner. the remainder became a vested one in 
the three children of Meta Doellner. By his 
will Doellner devised the Lynn street prop- 
perty to his children bv Meta Doeilner or 
the survivors of them. The resduum is thus 
left to Phillepina C. Doellner, the second 
wife and executrix of his estate. Item 
two of this will, in my _ opinion, 
makes no valid devise of any land to the 
children of Meta Doellner. It follows, there- 
fore, that, with the exception of the small 
legacies of a dollar to the children mentioned 
in item one of the will, all the balance of 
the estate went to the ae cey <r 
It follows that the estate for the life of Meta 
Doeliner in the Lynn street property, sub- 
ject to the deed of trust aforementioned, 
passed under the wil! of Henry Doellner, 
with all bis other real estate, to the residu- 
ary legatee therein namrd. The facts before 
me in this case are that Henry Doeillner died 
seized of real estate on Second Carondelet 
avenue worth $7,240. That the Lynn street 
property is worth $2,492. The debts estab- 
ished against the estate of Henry Doelliner 
amount to $2,607 60. The question now be- 
fore the Court is: Which property will the 
Court order sold for the purpose of paying 
off these debts. In my opinion the Probate 
Court decreed correctly to sell the estate sit- 
uated on Second Carondelet avenue. — 

The Court accordingly orders that proper- 
ty tu be sold for the payment of debts.”

COLORED PEOPLE. 


Select Social Circles Separte from the 
White Society of the Capital. 
Wasnington Cor. of the New York San. 


There are 65,000 colored ple in Wash- 
ington. In no eity in the U nited States, not 
even in New Orleans, is there a larger col- 
ored population. Many of them have set- 
tled here since the civil war ended. A better 
opportunity can be nowhere found for study- 
ing the effect of freedom and the legislation 
subsequent to it than here. The colored 
people here etijoy all the social and political 
rights that law can give them, without pro- 
test and without annoyance. The public 
conveyanees are open to them, and the the- 
aters, the jury box. the spoils of party power 
are theirs. Mauy of these men are wealthy, 
aud the aggregate wealth of the colored 
property owners in the District amounts to 
millions of daliars. Hundreds own comfort- 
able homes, and some handsome residénces ; 
their churches are many, iucluding three or 
four buildings that are ornaments to the 
city. Asaciass they are industrious, find 
plenty to do, and are beginning to show ca- 
pacity for thrift and saving. 

But tie colur line is rigidly drawn in what 
is known as society. Wealth, learning, of- 
ficial place, give no colored family the right 
or privilege of entering the best or the com- 
monest white society on terms of equality or 
endurance. In this respect the colored race 
lives as separate and as exclusive a life as in 
the days of slavery, and, as a dropof African 
blood was once held to make a-man a negro, 
so new it taints him and makes an insur- 
mountable barrier against social recognition. 
The most striking illustration of the tendency 
of tne race te imitate the white people is 
seen intheirown secial rules, classes and 
customs. First vf all, we find that in this 
large colored community social lines are as 
rigidly drawa as they are between them- 
selves and the white society of the West 
End. There are three recognized social 
classes among the colored people. Neither 
acknowledges the others, and it is tie am- 
bition of those in the lower to be received in 
the higher circles, just as aunong the wiilites. 

The upper crust, s0 to speak, consists of 
men of wealth, learning and high political 
place. These peopie exchange calis, with all 
the ceremony of the whites, some of them 
driving in their own carriages, leaving cards 
with scrupuivus attention to etiquette. They 
dine with each other, and are waited upon 
by colored servants with whom they will per- 
mit no other relations than those of master 
and servant. Probably the leading family 
in the bighest colored society here is tiat of 
ex-Senator Bruce, whois now the Register 
of the ‘Treasury. Bruce is a light-complex- 
ioned, intelligent-looking man. He is said to 
be worth about $100,000. He lives in a hand- 
some house that he owos on M street. it is 
richiy furnished. A superb pianv stands in 
the reception-room, anda choice collection 
of books lines’the walls of the library. Mrs. 
Bruce is a handseme woman with nut a sug- 
gestion of her race in her face, and whuse 
manners are regarded as a consummation of 
ease, grace and courtesy. She dresses as 
richly and handsomely as any woman in the 
city. In official circles Mr. bruce is always 
received with courtesy. and as a political 
equal, but there the line is drawn. Mr. 
Bruce entertains his friends handsumely. 
and his wife pays and receives caiis frow 
those of ber select set with unvarying regard 
fur prevailing etiquette. Anvther member 
of this sociai circie is John T. Cook, the cal- 
leetor of taxes fur the District. He lives in 
excellent +tyle and entertains handsomely. 
Prof. J. M. Gregory, professer of Latin at 
the Howard University, and John M. Langs- 
ton, the Minisier to Hayti, with their fam- 
ilies, are recognized members of the best col- 
ored suciety, while Dr. Charies B. Purvis’ 
society and that of his wife are eagerly 
sought. 

Dr. Purvis is @ very busy man, belog the 
surgeon in charge of the Freedman’s Hos- 
pital, andthe Prufessur of Materia Medica 
at the hospital school. Nearly ali of his 
schylars are white. Dr. A. T. Augusta and 
his wife alsu are received in the highest cir- 
cle of colored society, while Dr. Augusta as 
a physician commands the respect of his 
white brethren in tae profession. Mr. Henry 
Solth, for wany years the Librarian of the 
House of Representatives, eutertaius 4 great 

val, aud his wife calis in her own Carriage. 
kK. T, Greener, a member of the District bar 
and a graduate of Huward, and his wife, who 
isan accomplished musician, are mach in 

The Rev. Dr. Alex. Crummel 
tor of the leading cored church of 
Episcopalian denomination, is always wel- 
comed. He is regarded as tne most learned 


‘colored manin the District, and is highly 


respected by the white clergy of his denowi- 
ination. _Of course Fred Dougiass ranks as 
the leading cvlored man of the District, 
but he goes but little into society. He 
lives on his fine estate on the Eastern 
Branch of the Potomac. Dwuglass is worth 
about $200,000. Whiie his wealth and ability 
niake him easily the foremost mau of his 
race, hé is not popular. Hels regarded as 
guiliy of the same sins toward the colored 
nen rs which he accuses the whites, bamely, 
refusal to recognize them or have personal 
retations with them. 

Mr. M. M. Hoiiand, who Is an officer in the 
Pyat Office Department, is said to be the bust 
classical schular inthe District, and his at- 
tainments bring him the highest social rec- 
oghition of his people. Wormiey of Worm- 
ley’s Hotel is a leader of the best set on ac- 
count ot his weaith, reputed to be $150,000, 
and his relatiuns with a white mea. 
Smith Wormiey, one of his sons, is a large 
owner of real estate here, and another son 
has an excelient practice as a physician. 

use of their exclusiveness, wealth, 
learning and prominence, this circie is not 
looked upon with any favor by. the majority 
of the colored peop! e here. he usual re- 
mark, which may perhaps be attributed to 
envy or to disappointed ambition, that one 
hears among colored people, is that the ex- 
clustve set is not good enough for white su- 
ciety, and too good for that of their own 
race. Fortuvately, there are enough of them 
to make a sufficiently large circie for the 

1 life they desire. 

‘There is another and a much larger soci- 
ety here that may be designated as of the 
secoud rank, While holding no social reia- 
tions with the set just mentioned, they ate 
equally exclusive as regards those whom 
they hold beneath them in the social scale.

Search of the Indians for a Stolen 
Child. 
Oconee, Georgia, Vidette. 

I willendeavor to write you a littlestory.
